believe that nefarious Pratiices, in proportion to Opportunity, have been com- 
mitted in all the other Departments of this great: Public Concern. 


That this Burden might have been taken off at leaſt ten Years paſt, and 


with it a prevention to all the late dreadful Effects of bad Managers and | 


plundering Dependants, is too clear i in every honeſt Mind to need any fur- 
ther proof. 


Let Oblivion caſt her Veil over the wanton Cruelty ſuffered by our
